in its beauty and in its preservation. 
The more highly it is cultivated the 
more jealous- the care thene self-consti- 
tuted custodians give it. TJuder existing 
ordinances park-keepers are also clothed 
with the powers of special policemen, 
and the parks are consequently inder 
constant police surveillance. The park- 
keepers may object to floriculture in the 
public squares, for the reason that i; :nay 
increase their labors and responsibilities, 
but that should cut no figure in tho mat- 
ter, for the reason that they are liberally 
paid and their salaries are subject to no 
dockage on account of failure to work 
through stress of weather. Then, by all 
means, let the experiment of fio'ver- 
growing be tried ai once in Jeffersou, 
Harrison, or Lincoln squares.

wiru goods at 4lL' Clay street, v.-ho shot 
himbelf through the liead with a pisto: 
at his residence on the corner of Tenth 
und Grove streets. The numerous friend; 
and acquaintances of the deceased gen- 
tleman, and they constituo a. legion, were 
shocked and surprised beyond measure 
upon the receipt of this intelligence, ad 
the position of Mr. Kckfeldt, both pecu- 
niarily and socially, and his prospects in 
official oil cleg were presumably calcu- 
lated to endear him to life rather thai) to 
ur<;o him oa to Belt-destruction.

a» can be ascertained, not a single friend 
of the deceased entertained tiie slightest 
f-nspic on that he meditated the cominis- 
Fion of the rash act, although several 
g«nt!emen holding close business rela- 
titnis with him knew full well that he 
labored nnuor great mental anxiety be- 
cause c,f tin! importance and multiplicity 
of his oilii'ia! duties.

lias closely iclcntilied itself with the Mint, 
work oi liit! I'nitcd Stutas, aud washim- 
6«lf a remitrkable Mint man. 


Adam Kc.kfeldt, tho grandfather of tho 


'deceased, was born in Philadelphia on 
lite 15th of June, ]7(i9. and resided in 
that city during his entire life. 
As au 


apprentice to his father, who ha-i a large 
smithery and was celebrated for the 
iitunuUrture of sickles and trowels, the 
hi-M of that day, he was trained to all 


"kinds of iron work and had a particular 


aptitude for machinery. Very eoon after 
coming of age he Htarted in business for 
In nisdf, and about the bepnniug of the 
Mint establishment in 171)2 or 1703 he 
was engaged in the construction of ma- 
chines and implements for it. 
His offi- 


cial connection as assistant coiner began 
on the 1st of January, 1796, by appoint- 
ment of liirector "Uoudinot, with the 
consent of President Washington, and 
lie frequently met the latter in his visits 
to tho Mi:>t. In 1814, upon tiie death of 
tlie chief coiner, Henry Voi^ht, Mr. 
KckfuKIt was appointed to that position, 
in which ho continued until his resigna- 
tion in 1S;>1>. lie died on the (5th of Jfeb- 
ruury, Is'oli, iu the Si!d year of his 
uu.it. The father of the suicide was en- 
gaged in tlie engraving department of 


Mint, showing less loss in the manipu- 
lation or the precious metals tliau evur 
betore, and his accounts to this month 
have been, examined and pronounced 
straight.
